' In a one and a half hour speech 
sponsored by the Debating Union 
and chaired by Dean Mordell of 
tho Faculty of Engineering, Dr. 
Aroutunian outlined the history 
i j and the present status of Soviet 
;j education. He continually stress- 
■- cd the "democratic" character of

the ' 1936 ' constitution of the 
USSR was the first In the world 
to recognize education as a basic 
■ human right . • 

Dr. Aroutunian reminded the 
audience that before 1917- the

In reality It is generally un-,

This plan 
was forwarded by Premier Sauvé 
before his death, but has never 
been embodied in an official ex- 
change between the .provincial 
and the federal governments. 

The Sauvé plan was to have the 
$25 million given to Quebec on 
the condition that the province 
would distribute the money in 
exactly the same way as it would 
have if the Quebec universities 
had been able to accept tho mo- 
ney overthe past four years. The 
federal authorities had approved 
this idea In principle. 

The solution of the problem 
caused bv the accumulation in 
Ottawa 0Î federal grants to the 
.universities In Quebec woyld 
complete tho removal of the- fe- 
deral-provincial deadlock' set in 
motion bv Premier ' Barretto's 
letter to the Prime Minister last 
week. This letter confirms the

nine to ten per cent At the same 
time, in accordance with the Die- 
fenbaker proposal, the full ten 
per cent will be deductible, as 
the former nine per cent tax was, 
from the federal tax on corpo* 
ration profits. This arrangement 
will hold for the next two years, 
and In this time the pronnclal 
government will be able to make 
'^university grants Itself. 

MONEY IN TRUST 

The federal government Is ex- 
pected to ask the House of Com- 
mons this session to approve the 
turning over of the $25 million 
backlog 'to the Quebec govern- 
ment for distribution. The money 
is now being held in trust by the 
Canadian University Foundation, 
which Js the distributing agent oi 
grants to Canadian universities 
for tho federal government. 

The Foundation cannot hand 
the money over to the Quebec 
government Just because the fe- 
deral government wants it to. 
The House of Commons set the 
money aside specifically as uni» 
versity grants. 

This-provisiohl Is contained In 
the- contract under which tho 
Foundation acts^ asithe govern- 
ment's agent The' contract states 
that if the monev is not used, it 
is Parliament which decide)! what 
Is to be done with it. 

Thus the federal government 
must ask the House of Commons 
to approve handing over the mo^ 
ney to the Quebec government 
It Is .expected that this approval 
will be asked for during this scs> 
sion of Parliament, either- In'~ a 
special bill or simply as an Item 
in the spending estimates, of the 
Finance Department 

Although no date has yet been 
officially set for the consultation, 
both Premier Barrette and Prima 
Minister Diefenbaker agree, that 
It should be held la Qttawa^as 
soon as possible^vi-i'^^'^

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' Still Enlightened 

A sigh of relief was no doubt expressed Inst vWeek- 
end by Quebec edticators as recently-named Premier 
Barrette lost no time' in following up his .predecessor's 
enlightened policy toward. higher education. Not entirely 
unexpected, Mr. Barrette's move was a logical pblitical - 
- follow-.thrbugh, to Mn .'Sauvé's initial bargaining with 
the federal government. There had been some fear that 
the Union. Nationale old guard would force a retiirn to 
the educational austerity programme of the late Mr. Du- 
■ plessisi but apparently wiser heads prevailed and decided 
this would be political suicide. 

Specifically, Mr. Barrette has written to Prime Mi- 
nister Diefenbhker which seems to settle the plan under 
which Quebec will raise and Ottawa lower, by one per 
cent, the corporation income tax. The extra funds coming 
to the provincial government will be used to pay for uni- 
versity grants. . But this is not all. Mr. Barrette has 
stated emphatically that grants for 1960-61, in excess of 
fl.50 per capita (the amount used in the federal grants 
formula), will be given to. the universities, in addition 
to monies already voted, "regardless of the outcome ot 
negotiations"- between Ottawa and Quebec. 
. ^ It would appear that only one rather knotty. p?oblem 
remains to be solved. We refer, of cdurse^Jofsc^ $25 
million being held in trust by the NCCÙ in Ottawa, pend- 
ing some arrangement ,between^e^prbyinc^^^ the 
federal administration, Bùt^Diêf enêalce]^i»sfà^ ac- 
cepted Mr. Barrette's proposal to riegcHtlàte^ ;and rumour 
has It that Parnamen^^ over to Que- 

bec this''^iseïslon,'%îth^tW^^^ distributing it on 

' the same basis used by the NCCU. 

Pessimism would .seem to be a thing of the past in 
Quebec's institutions of higher learning. A little finger 
crossing is perhaps not unwarranted, but from this angle 
it looks like Mr. Sauvé's enlightened policy toward edu- 
cation is firmly entrenched as one of the gujding prin- 
ciples of the Union Nationale party. , ' * '

cational. Thé mother . tongues o( 
the various nationalities are 
taught in the areas where they 
arc spoken, although Russian is 
taught everywhere. The educa- 
tional system is dedicated to obli- 
terating iho differences between 
the worKers and t°he intelligentsia. 

LANGUAGE jSTftESSED '. 

In addition: 'to' their own mo- 
ther. tongue and Itussian, all So- 
vietV students arc required to 
study a foreign language. Al- 
though English leads in popula- 
rity, French, German and Chi- 
nese arc also studied. "We arc 
not narrow nationalists", com- 
mented Dr. Aroutunian. He sug- 
gested' that Western scientists 
arc under Ji handicap in not 
knowing Russian, ' while most 
Russian scientists can read En- 
glish. • 

Soviet students, according to 
Aroutunian, arc not taught to be 
"just book-readers". They are en- 
couraged to think logically and 
develop the ' ability to acquire 
knowledge independently. They 
are taught to understand their 
duties, "to enjoy freedom and to 
respect the rights of others", and 
to defend "the cause of - the 
working people", * ; 

Extra-curriciilar^'?aetivlties. are 
stressed. Sovlét 'students play 
volleyball, soccer, hockey and 
chess. Skiing and skating are po> 
pular. In Moscow there is a 
''Young Arctic Explorers Club" 
which makes expeditions to the 
Soviet Arctic. Other student clubs 
deal with - history, i mathematics, 
music, literature and ° science. 
There are 6000 libraries and a 
hundred theatres - devoted to 
school children.

Dr Aroutunian stated that the 
USSR has two million university 
students in 767 institutions. This 
compares with 620,000 students 
in Britain, France, West Germa- 
ny and Italy, which together have 
almost as many people as the 
USSR.iv In: the next seven years 
the number of engineering stu- 
dents will increase by 90 percent 
and of agriculturists by 50 per 
cent. Expansion will be mainly 
in the fields of automation, che- 
mistry, space research and elec- 
tronics. 

Students must , write ' selective 
exaniinationa to enter -nniversity. 
They pay no tuition fees and re- 
ceive free meals and other servi- 
ces from the university. Théy are 
encouraged to take part in scien- 



tific research with their profes- 
sors. Post graduate students must 
defend their theses before a 
board of experts. Dr. Aroutunian 
suggested that student-professor 
exchanges shoiild be organized 
between bis country, and Canada.

Mr. Davidson la- 
mented the fact that the Jews 
lacked this necessary homogeneity, 
typified by the fact that there are 
4H political parties in the state of 
Israel instead of the usual two or 
three. 

lie further stated that fanatical 
statements offered by individual 
Jews were bringing down the 
wrath of the rest of the commu- 
nity on the- entire Jewish world.

^r^^resident Ayub Khan of Pakistan has done more for 
ti8^puntr}r[in;one year than all the previous regimes had 
done^ in .eleven." So spoke his Excellency^Samuel Martin 
Burke, Pakistan's High Commisioner>inr^ Canada, as he 
addressed an audience of McGill students and members of 
the Pakistan Students Club Friday night. - . j 



REASONS 

The reasons were several. First 
of all, Pakistan's population is 
mostly illiterate. Unable to com- 
prehend broad national issues, 
they are concerned only with 
proDlcms of local nature. The 
lack of, newspapers and radio at 
the time added to this, he said; 

His Excellency: cited as a sec- 
ond reason the fact, that parlia- 
mentary democracy, came not by 
evolution a.s in Great Britain, the 
cradle of its birth, but practic- 
ally overnight, and consequently 
th^ country's leaders were un- 
trained and inexperienced' in the 
working and spirit of the consti- 
tution.' - 

The absence of a two-party 
system in Pakistan was a final 
reason why parliamentary demo- 
cracy did not succeed, Burke 
said. The only major party was 
the Muslim League and it was 
too internally divided to prove 



satisfactory. Incessant parly dis- 
putes caused almost yearly chan- 
ges of the prime ministership. In 
such a state of affairs, the prac- 
ticing of continuous well-cons- 
tructed national policies were 
impossible. In addition, corrup- 
tion and graft were widespread. 

PEACEFUL' REVOLUTION ' 

At this point, Burke continued, 
drastic action \sas called for as 
the country had simply deterior- 
ated and was on tne verge of_ 
ruin. :It took the form of a peace- 
ful revolution by which the Gov- 
ernment was overthrown; led* by 
the Army's Ayub Khan in con- 
junction with the civil service 
the only ones who were strongly 
organized and trained in demo- 
cratic procedure.' 

Realizing I . >Pakistan's needs. 
President Kh'àn' then embarked 
on a program of positive action 
in such fields as land reform and 
education and in all major cen- 
tres of government activity. The 
climax will be reached, with the 
establishment, of a complete de- 
mocratic system^ The -latter is 
now being accomplished through 
tbc introduction of the "basic de- 
mocracies", so called because 
government representation starts 
at the base of Pakistani life, 
which is the village. In each 
village there is an elected coun- 
cil of IS. members, ten of whom 
are elected and five nominated. 
The next -step in 'this plan is to 
give representation by district 
and finally by province on the 
naional level.
